They wore khaki uniforms with red service color 
and laced shoes with puttees. The motorcycle unit included about 50 sidecar 
motorcycles each of which * mounted one Machine gun and was occupied by three 
soldiers. The motorcycles wore a heavy, allegedly Soviet —made model which 
had a ti^o -cylinder Boxer type engine. Three motorcycles proceeded side by 
side. The motorcycle unit was followed by jeeps which were equipped as special - 
purpose vehicles „ Some of the jeeps counted rod antemms. Each vehicle was 
occupied by three soldier *. These vfflSicl #r^ere followed by other jeeps towing 
tvo~vheeled mortis with pneumatic tires. The mortars were followed ty- about 
20 trucks each of which carried about 10 to 15 soldiers with small arms. The 
vehicles were Polish-made Lublin trucks and resembled the Soviet-made GAS --63 
truck. These vehicles were followed by about 15 four-wheeled ZIS trucks 
towing two-wheeled guns with pneumatic tires, relatively long barrels and 
shields . Vlhen ibgjng shown pictures, source identified the gun as the model 
l (ZIS-3) 76-amja field gun. The artillery was followed by about 1C six- 

wheeled trucks which towed four-wheeled AA guns without muzzle brakes* The AAA 
unit was followed by a unit which was equipped with 15 to IB rocket launchers. 

The unit had two launcher models which source identified on pictures as the 
model M/S 82~mm rocket launcher and the model M/13 132-mm rocket launcher. The 
unit also included other trucks which were occupied by enlisted men. The last 
unit in the parade was a tank unit of 30 to 40 tanks which travelled in single 
file. Most of the tanks were T34s which source know from Laband (Q 51/Y 33) 
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where this t&nk model was manufactured * A few other heavy tanks seen in 
the review were of type {3 - They mounted an AA machine gun on the turret 
and had a barrel with muzzle brake which far projected beyond the nose 
pf the tank. When being shown pictures source identified this tank as the 
•S-2 model* Source also observed a limited number of SP guns on T~34 chassis ?
